Vrazlidebna Airfield is located in the eastern outskirts of Sofia on 
the south side of the Sofisu-Botevgrad highway o Tlie airfield is 
apprasdjnateiy one and one-half to tuo IdJLorieters square and is bounded 
hy the Sofia-BoteT/grad highway on the north, by a branch of the Iskur 
River on the east, arable lands on the south and the outskirts of Sofia 
on the T-iesto The field is divided by the nantjay into too sections, the 
northern section is occupied by an Air Transport Regiment and a plane 
repair shop; the soutdiem section is occupied by the 6ivil Air Transport 
Organization TA3S0 . 

Runway and Planes

Inside there are cabinets and 
installations for checking the health of the pilots. 

POL's; open-air storage; Source noticed only barrels on the ground. 

No information about the existence of undergroimd reservoirs. The 
area is surrounded by a barbed wire fence and is guarded by a sentry. 
Soldiers' dining mess and dormitories; two-story brick building. 
Classrooms for the pilots; a two-story brick building. On the second 
floor, . there are shops for repair of switchboard instruments and 
oxygen masks . 

Gneestory, brick building with imdetermined contents. 

Hangars. 

Office bixllding; two-story brick building with about six offices and 
two classrooms. 

H.Q. of the Air Transport Regiment (former air terminal of the civilian 
air transport enterprises); one-story, brick building with a good 
basement used for dining mess of the pilots. In the northern wing of 
the building, is the parachute service of the regiment. 

Hangars; used by the Airplane Repair Shop. 

Office building of the Airplane Repair Shop. 
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28. H.Q, of the Airplane Repair Shop- 

The Airplane Repair Shops make the following repairs; 

- change of engines 

- repair of engines

- painting the planes 

Most of the people employed in the repair shops are 
civilians. There are only a few Air Force officers - 
administrators of the shop.
